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RESPONSE TO AMENDMENT 

1. Applicant's amendment filed 13 January 2005 is acknowledged. Claims 58-71 are 

pending and under examination in this office action. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. 
Code, not included in this action can be found in a prior office action. 

Claim Rejections/Objections Withdrawn 

2. The objection to the specification is withdrawn in response to Applicant's amendment. 

3. The rejection of claims 58-69 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as lacking 
enablement is withdrawn in response to Applicant's amendment and provision of post-filing date 
evidence supporting the claims. 

New Grounds of Rejection/Objection 

4. Claims 61 and 62 are objected to because "myocardial" is misspelled in claim 61 and 
"leukophoresis" is misspelled in claim 62. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 59, 60, and 67 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 59, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear 
whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. See MPEP 
§ 2173.05(d). 

Claims 60 and 67 are indefinite in that they recite "inflammatory disorder" in a Markush 
group of inflammatory disorders. It is not clear to what disorders Applicant intends this phrase to 
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refer, and how the individually named disorders differ from an "inflammatory disorder". The 
claims also recite "metastatic condition"; it is unclear what conditions other than cancer could be 
metastatic. Claim 67 is additionally indefinite in that symptoms of organ transplant rejection are 
included as a "condition". Such symptoms are not specified and it is not clear what symptoms 
Applicant considers to be "conditions".
